Rwanda — New Security Council Resolution 



On Monday,. May 15, the UN Security Council passed UNSC 
Resolution 918 to expand UNAMIR's mandate under UNSCR 912 and 
to authorize an increase of forces, in phases, up to 5,500. 

The Council added the following responsibilities: 

Contribute to the security and protection of displaced 
persons, refugees and civilians at risk in Rwanda, 
including establishing secure humanitarian areas. 

Provide security and support for the distribution of 
relief supplies and humanitarian relief operations. 

On forces, the Council called on the Secretary General: 

First, immediately to redeploy to Rwanda the UNAMIR 
military observers (179) currently in Nairobi, and to 
bring up to' full strength (800) the elements of the 
Ghanaian infantry battalion currently in Rwanda. 

Second, on the next deployment phase, to report as 
soon as possible on the cooperation of the parties, 
progress toward a ceasefire, availability of resources 
and proposed duration of the mandate for further 
review by the Council and actions as required.
